Mr. Con kung Will Progably Die Before 
Morning, Says the Doctor. 

New Tonk, April 7.— Dr. Anderton was the 
physician who watched Mr, Conkling during 
the night. At twenty minutes past 8 o’clook 
this morning he said Mr. Oonkling had spent 
a quiet night. He had taken thirty-four 
ounces of nourishment between 8 o’ciock last 
nightand6o’clock this morning. The nour- 
ishment consisted of milk and kumyss. 

NOT 60 WELL. 

At 9:15 o’clock Dr. Barker called on Mn 
Conkling and remained with him for three- 
quarters of an hour. When he came out the 
doctor sald: Mr. Conkling is not so well this 
morning. The pupils of his eye, however, 
respond to the light, Both the bronchitis and 
subsaltes have disappeared. He is not 80 
clear minded as he was last.night. He has 
taken forty ounces of nourishment, prin- 
cipally milk. The wound was not dressed this 
morning, but is looking well. His pulse is 98 
and his temperature 100. I found it absolutely 
necessary to give him active medicine.’’ 

At 1:20 0’clock this morning Head Porter 
O’Toole, who has been much in the sick- 
room, expressed his opinion thatfrom the 
talk current in the room, Mr. Oonkling will 
not live throughout to-night. He thinks, 
however, there is no danger during the day. 
The patientis growing steadily weaker, and 
at present is lying in a stupor. 

A GREAT AIR OF MYSTERY, 

What little hope the doctors have of saving 
the eminent man’s life is all based upon his 
splendid vitality, rather than the chances of 
the treacherous disease. These who would 
venture an opinion before are silent as the 
grave to-day. A great air of mystery sur- 
rounds the house. The weary hours of watch. 
ing, together with a bad cold, have nearly 
worn Mrs. Conkling out. 

At 12:45 o’clock Dr. Wm. M. Watson of Utica, 

Mr. Conkling’s old family physician, upon 
leaving the sick-room, when spoken to, de- 
clined to express any opinion as to Mr. 
Conkling’s chances of recovery, as Dr. Bar- 
ker had charge of the case. But, he added, 
‘*I will say that Mr. Conkling is certainly not 
so bad to-day.’’ 
At 8:25 o’clock Dr. Barker called at Mr.Conk- 
ling’s and remained until 8:40 o’clock. 
Upon coming out he said: 
Mr. Conkling since half past tweive 
o’clock has developed edema of the lungs, 
which is the settling of blood in the base of the 
lungs, and he will probdbly die before morn- 
Ing.

Col- 
ector McLish is accompanied by a body of 
Chickasaw troops, as he goes over the Terri- 
tory on his collecting tour, as the people in 
many instances have banded together for the

hus avoid the payment of the excessive tax. 
Every one who could reasonably do so has 
sold his stock to citizens of the Nation, all 
of which class are exempt from paying 
the stock tax. The great majority of the 
people in the Chickasaw Nation are non- 
citizens, and the discriminating legislation 
is fast destroying the prosperity of the most 
enterprising and prospering class of in- 
habitants. This matter of exorbitant taxa- 
tion will be presented to Congress at once 
by the protesting non-citizens.

CANT CHIEF-JUSTICESHIP. 


ure Being Considered by the House in 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcou. 

Wasuincror, D. O., April 17.—Whoever 
may be appointed Chief Justice, it is definitely 
settled that itcannot be Judge W. 8. Groes- 
beck of Cincinnati. His presence here had 
inspired the report that he had been sent for. 
He had an interview with the President yes- 
terday morning in company with Senator 
Payne of Ohio and then visited the Capitol. 
While in the gallery he was pointed out as the 
coming man, and for that reason attracted 


general attention. When word was 
passed around that the next Ohiet 
Justice was in the Senate Oham- 


ber there was a great desire to have 
him come down into the exclusive arena, but 
under the operation of some new rule of the 
Senate the effort to secure his presence on the 
floor of the Senate failed. A number of Sena- 
tors were anxious to meet the distinguished 
jurist. He departed, however, as quietly and 


avoiding all attention. On returning to the 
hotel he found there the report was generally 
believed that he was to be the next Chief 
Justice. One enthusiastic admirer congratu- 
lated him openly and added that it was a cold 
day when Ohio got left. 

Tour felicitations,’’ said Judge Groesbeck, 
are somewhat out of order, I would not ac- 


cept the position at my time of life under any 
circumstances.’’ 

„Why,“ rejoined his admiring friend, vou 
are not over 52, are you?’’ . 

This remark brought forth all the genial 
nature of the venerable lawyer, who replied 
with the blandest of smiles: ‘‘My friend, 1 was 
52 years old when I defended President Jonn- 
son in his impeachment trial. lam now 72, 
and as President Cleveland is looking fora 
comparatively young man, he will not think 
of selecting me. 

Judge Groesbeck is probably the best pre- 
served man of his age in the United States. 
He readily asses among strangers for a 
man in middie life. His face is without 
the wrinkles of age and his head is still natu- 
rally dark with hardly a trace of gray in it. His 
biographical sketch in the annals of Congress 
makes him twelve years younger th he 
really is, which, with his eminent ability as a 
jurist, has inspired the report of his probable 
appointment to the office of Chief Justice. 

1 think you might say,’’ said Mr. Groes- 
beck to the PoOsT-DISPATCH correspondent 
last evening, that if so great an honor had 
really been tendered mel would have gone 
500 miles away from Washington rather than 
have been seen herein public pending action 
by the Senate.’’ 

SENATOR GRAY’S CHANCES. 

The question ofthe vacancy in the Chief- 
Justiceship has sufficiently advanced now to 
— some of the gentlemen whose names 

ave recently been mentioned in connection 
with this high office in a position to deny that 
the place has been offered to them. Chief 
Justice Scholfield of lilinois declared some 
time ago that he would not accept the post. 
Minister Phelps more modestly asserts, what is 
undoubtedly true, that the subject has not 
been broached to him bythe President. Mr. 
Gray, Secretary Bayard’s successor in the 
Senate, however, is neither as emphatic as 
Mr Scholfield, nor as modest as 
Mr. Phelps. His name has deen 
bandied about so much of late that the 
thought of becoming Chief Justice has no 
doubt come to bea pleasing one to the Dela- 
ware Senator. Afew days ago he went home 
to attend tosome law matters. Immediately 
the quidnuncs asserted that he had gone home 
for the purpose of arranging everything pre- 
vious to his taking aseat onthe bench, in- 
cluding the naming of his successor in the 
Senate and ordering the silk gown. Mr. Gray 
returned yesterday looking more serious than 
ever, and meeting the inquiring glances of his 
colleagues with dignified restraint, solemnjy 
declared thatthe office of the Chief Justice 
had not been offered to him. 


Mills’ Speech on the Tariff. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 17.—The House 
went into the Committee of the Whole (Mr. 
Springer of Illinois in the chair) for the con- 
sideration of the tariff bill. No opposition 


was made to Mr. Mills’ motion 
to this effect. Mr. Mills began 
his speech by saying that the great 


increase of duties made during the war had 
been, at the time they were made, stated to be 
only temporary. Yet a quarter of a century 
later these duties were higher than they 
were durin the war, and they now 
averaged 47.10 per cent on imports. The 
income tax had been impose to meet 
war expenses. It was gone. It was 
ataxon wealth, and the $72,000,000 annually 
realized from that source was swept away. 
But the war tax on clothing, on food and on 
implements of labor remained, and the war 
was still being prosecuted against the people 
—a fiscal war, exhausting in its demands, and 
every effort to remove or lower that tax- 


ation had been resisted and defeated. 
The Democrats had been taunted with 
the charge that they had failed to 


reduce taxation. This charge had been made 
by the minority, which had been guilty of pre- 
venting action on the many bills brought into 
the House by the Committee on Ways and 
Means.

HE TELLS UPON WHAT HE BASED BELIEF IN 
FOTHERINGHAM’S GUILT. 


Chas. P. Johnson Gives Him an Entertaining 
Cross-Examination—Proceedings To-Day 
in the Damage Suit of the Messenger 
Against the Adams Express Company— 
Statistics of the Trial—Thirteen Weary 
Days. 


To-day is the thirteenth day of the trial of the 
Fotheringham damage trial against the Adams Ex- 
press Company, in the United States Circuit Court. 
The sixty-fifth witness was examinea this afternoon. 
The court stenographer, L. L. Walbridge,has used 
ten books in taking down the testimony, 
which if written out by the typewriter will cover 
2,000 pages of 800 words each, or 600,000 words. If 
every word of the testimony already taken had been 
printed in the Post-DisPaTcH it would have filled 
500 columns or seventy-two pages. The stenog- 
rapher’s fee,if the testimony is transcribed, will 


be $1,000. 
The defense will probably finish taking testimony 
to-day. The testimony in rebuttal will not con- 
sume much time, butone or two witnesses being 
called. The hearing of testimony for the defense 
was resumed this morning. 
Smith E. Allison, Supterintendent Damsell’s 
private secretary, was present in Superintendent 
Damsell’s private office at the Union Depot the 
morning of October 26, 1886, when Fotberingham 
returned from the robbery on the ‘Frisco. Mr. 
Allison took Fotheringham's first statement in 
short-hand. ‘The statement was correctly reported. 
At that time he saw the gag which thhae messenger d 
brought back from the robbery. He saw it at some 
distance, but it looked wet. o witness received a 
post card from Fotheringham shortly after the latter 
was confined in U. He went in response to 
this card to tell Fotheringham to tell the 
messenger that though he (the witness) had no 
rejudice against him he could not visit him.

THE CHICAGO PRESBYTERY. 


A Profound Sensation Created by Dr. Her- 
rick Johnson’s Resolution. 


CHICAGO, III., April 17.~The annual meeting 
ofthe Chicago Presbytery began yesterday. 


ings of the day was a preamble and resolution 
introduced by the Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson 
of the Theological Seminary on the reunion of 
the Northern and Southern Presbyterian 
Churches. After setting out that they heartily 
favored the reunion of the Northern and 
Southern Presbyterian Churches, solely on the 
basis of the common standard, they assure the 
committee of the Southern Church that there 
is no change in the views concerning the spir- 
ituality of the church as connected with its 
political deliverance. The resolution says: 

**We cannot consent to the establishment of 
a separate African Presbyterian Church orto 
any provisional arrangemeut looking forward 
to the organization of a separate African 
Presbyterian Ohurch., © ®% @ 

**We are willing to consent to an arrange- 
ment in the interests solely of practical 
efficiency by which the present boundaries 
and constituencies of presbyteries and synods 
in the South shallremain in statu quo, pro- 
vided this shall be the unconstrained prefer- 
ences of both parties interested explicitly ex- 
pressed by the several presbyteries, and pro- 
vided it be no bar to future adjustments ac- 
cording to presbyterial preferences, subject” 
always, as heretofore, tothe acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly.

This slight slowness of 
speech in an r-dinner talk rather gave 
point and flavor to his wit and his sallies were 
greeted with shouts of laughter. While giv- 
ing his talk the easy character of the occasion, 
yet Dr. Patton said a brilliant thing now 
and then and tempered it with serious 
remarks on the subjects of education and of 
Princeton. He never gave the impression of 
being amusing for the sake of being so, but 
rather of using humor and wit to give pith 
and pointto a thought. He referred to the 
pleasure he had enjoyed in being entertained 
and welcomed by the alumni wherever be had 

one, and dwelt amusingly onthe rivalry ex- 

sting between Chicago and St. uls. Dr. 
Patton then spoke of Dr. McCash in glowing 
terms, Of his teaching and of his administra- 
tion, characterizing the latter as the 
most brilliant this count ever saw. 
He then gave an interesting talk about Prince- 
ton and the aim of those having it in charge to 
make it a broad unsectarian seat of high cul- 
ture and thorough education. His aim, he 
said, would be to make it efficient as an edu- 
oator of youth.

variety of gunshot wounds, and 
many curious facts Game under my 


observation. I have seen men live and do 
good service in the field, after receiving 
wounds which every one supposed to be nec- 
essarily mortal, while others,apparently mod- 
els of health and strength, would die of what 
were little more than abrasions. I never knew 


untilthe war how much Influence mind had 
over matter. Hundreds and thousands ot men 
survived desperate hurts amp because they 
had made up their minds that t 

die, while fully as many others 
succumbed totrifiing wounds.

I have seen men struck 
eavy shotgun balig full in the thigh, 
missile turned from its course 
done, making a half. circle 
and leaving a clean hole in 
The conical bullet, how 
ever, tears through everything it touches 
breaks a bone into a hundred splinters, and 
leaves a hole at its point of exit far larger than 
where it entered.

SOUND TALK. 


The Speech of Senator Farwell on the 
National Bank Circulation. 


New YORK, Aprill7.—The Times thismorn- 
ing says: Senator Farwell of Illinois made a 
strong speech yesterday in favor of propos! 
tions submitted by him to preserve the ciron- 
lation of the National banks. The chief of 
these was to authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue to the banks 2 per cent 
bonds for legal tender notes at par, and with 
the notes to purchase bonds bearing a higher 
rate. The speeeh deserves attention, net be- 
cause the 1 . stands any chance of 
adoption by this Congress, but because it was 
aplain and foreible — in favor of a 
sound currency by a Western Senator. Mr. 
Farwell wishes the Government to go out of 
the currency business. He wishes a currency 
redeemable on demand in gold, and of this 
kind he believes we cannot have too much. 
He wishes silver to be used in common with 
gold, but only at the ratio of the real values of 
the two metals. These views he stated with 
great clearness, and sustained them by a vig- 
orous and sensible yy to which it was 
good for the Senate, with its beavy proportion

It had been 
found by experience that the tendency, 
on thepart of planters, was to exaggerate 
crop damages and underestimate the probable 
quantity. To effect this an addition of from 8 
to l2 percent on the actual reports has been 
the custom and the result stands as the official 
estimate. Ifthe department had continued 
this custom it is claimed the estimate would 
have been 7,000,000 bales, which is somewhere 
near what the crop will actually turn out to 
be. But the planters’ figures were taken 
withoutthe usual percentage being added, 
and the consequence was the low estimate 
of 6,300,000 bales was given out. Naturally 
enough a nace advance in price resulted. 
Since then values have settled back, as 
ithas plainly been seen the Government’s 
estimate was some 500,000 to 600,000 bales too 
low. It is now claimed that Dodge has been 
juggling with the wheat crop figures. In De- 
celmber his report placed the condition of 
winter wheat at 95.9, but the April figures are 
ba, which looks rather queer, to say the least. 
The trade has about lost all confidence in Mr.

ALEXANDER E. COHEN. 


The Miserable Death of a Learned Man at 
Andover, Mass. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-DiIsrarcn. 

ANDOVER, Mass., April 17.—Alexander E. 
Cohen died In his lonely hovel in Fry Village 
Baturday morning, after an iliness of several 
months, during which he was entirely alone 
Without nourishment or medical care, Born 
in Hanover, Prussia, inthe early part of the 


century, he had the same difficulties in secure | 


ingan education that other young men of 
plebeian birth encountered under the feudal 
code of those days. Late in 1859 or early in 
1860 he came to Andover, rie previously 
taught the children 0 leading 
families of New York City in 
the languages. From the pecultarity 
pt his ey appearance he attracted the 
attention of the poopee here, who made him a 
subject of ridicule and laughter, All sorts of 
stories regarding his marriage were told at 
this time. It was said that he married a 
neess who was charmed withthe oil of bis 
ngue, Others said that he was the success- 
ful suitor for the hand of the daughter of a 
disti ished English officer. Regarding these 
things he was very reticent and could not be 
induced to disclose a word. His wife followed 
himto Andover a year later, and she was 
found to be avery charming woman in every 
res „ She shared his wretched hermitage 
with him, She died fifteen years ago. 
Cohen's familiarity with Hebrew literature 
warranted Dr. Selah Merrill of Andover Theo- 
ical Seminary and late Consul to Jerusa- 
jem, in securing his services as an assistant in 
his department of the institution. His aid 
was valuable and his knowledge of Hebrew 
I o Was freely diffused inthe lecture- 
room. He wasavery scholarly man, but the 
very impersonation of carelessnessin dress. 
tis said of him that he frequently appeared 
the dignified divinity students unwasbed 
and collariess, a boot on one foot and a rubber 
on the other. His favorite pantaloon material 
was overalling. For his uncleanliness and 
lovenly attire he was expelled from the sem- 
nary. After he left the seminary he eked out 
a bare existence, no one knows how, living in 
his little hovel alone and having no one to 
care for him. He persistently refused to be 
transferred to a charitable institution and 
died from old age, hunger, thirst and want of 
care. A year ago Cohen made several unsuc- 
cessful attempts to commit suicide and has 
been wandering in his mind pretty much of 
the time since.
